Calif. Quake Leaves Mess Behind 


Shaken residents 
clean up debris after 
brush with disaster 


Eureka, Calif. 

Residents of a Northern California 
county gingerly cleaned up Sun- 
day after the area dodged a catas- 
trophe, escaping a 6.5-magnitude 
earthquake with little more than 
bumps, cuts and broken glass. 

Entrances at Eureka’s Bayshore 
Mall were blocked off as engineers 
surveyed for damage. Area bridges 
suffered some bent rails, and local 
stores reported messy aisles where 
bottles and jars flew from shelves 
and shattered, authorities said. 

But the Saturday afternoon 
temblor — centered in the Pacific 
about 22 miles west of Ferndale — 
caused no major injuries and only 
limited structural damage. 

“I think we can attribute some 
of this to being prepared,” said Phil 
Smith-Hanes, Humboldt Coun- 
ty spokesman. “Folks in this area 
are used to living in earthquake 
country.” 

The quake’s location — offshore.

deep under the ocean and away 
from urban areas — helped the 
region escape relatively unscathed 
what could have been a major disas- 
ter. A quake of similar size — 6.7 
magnitude — killed 72 people and 
caused $25 billion in damage in 
1994 in the Los Angeles area. 

Rick Littlefield, owner of Eure- 
ka Natural Foods, said earthquakes 
are “part of the rules of the game 
up here.” 

The quake left some of the gro- 
cery store’s aisles ankle-deep in 
broken bottles, jars and spilled 
goods, a loss Littlefield estimated 
at about $20,000. When the tem- 
blor hit Saturday afternoon, there 
were about 150 people shopping, 
he said. 

“A lot of customers freaked,” he 
said Sunday morning. “People just 
dropped what they had — in the 
checkstand even. People who were 
in the middle of a transaction just 
bailed and left their stuff.” 

Power outages were wide- 
spread, affecting about 25,000 
customers initially, but a quick 
response restored electricity to 
all by early Sunday morning.

Dem leader issued 
apology to Obama 
for racial statement 

Politics 

Republican National Commit- 
tee Chairman Michael Steele said 
that Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., should resign from 
office after acknowledging that he 
had described President Obama as 
“light skinned” and possessing no 
“Negro dialect” in a conversation 
with reporters. 

“There is this standard where 
Democrats feel that they can say 
these things and they can apologize 
when it comes from the mouths of 
their own,” said Steele in an inter- 
view with “Fox News Sunday.” 
“But if it comes from anyone else, 
it is racism.” 

Steele compared Reid’s com-

ments about Obama to remarks 
made by then-Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott in 2002 in which 
the Mississippi Republican, at a 
birthday party for South Carolina 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, said that 
“all these problems” might not have 


occurred if Thurmond had been 
elected president in 1948. 

Unlike Lott, however, Reid 
immediately apologized for his 
remarks and received a strong 
statement of support from the 
president. Obama, in a statement 
released Saturday, said that he 
accepted Reid’s apology and that 
the “book is closed” on the story. 

Steele, in the same interview 
with “Fox News Sunday,” reiterat- 
ed that he has no plans to step aside 
from his post — even after a week 
of Republican squabbles caused by 
the release of his book charting a 
new way forward for the GOP. 

The controversy over the book, 
which Republicans in Congress said 
they had not been made aware of 
prior to publication, came just days 
after Steele had angered many GOP 
officials by saying he didn’t believe 
the party could win the House.

AP: Manufacturers 
in China replacing 
lead with carcinogen 

Los Angeles 

Barred from using lead in children’s 
jewelry because of its toxicity, some 
Chinese manufacturers have been 
substituting the more dangerous 
heavy metal cadmium in spar- 
kling charm bracelets and shiny 
pendants being sold throughout 
the United States, an Associated 
Press investigation shows. 

The most contaminated piece 
analyzed in lab testing performed 
for the AP contained a startling 
91 percent cadmium by weight. 
The cadmium content of other 
contaminated trinkets, all pur- 
chased at national and region- 
al chains or franchises, tested at 
89 percent, 86 percent and 84 per-

cent by weight. 

Cadmium is a known carcino- 
gen. Like lead, it can hinder brain 
development in the very young, 
according to recent research. 

Children don’t have to swallow 
an item to be exposed — they can 
get persistent, low-level doses by 


regularly sucking or biting jewelry 
with a high cadmium content. 

To gauge cadmium’s preva- 
lence in children’s jewelry, the AP 
organized lab testing of 103 items 
bought in New York, Ohio, Texas 
and California. The results: 12 per- 
cent of the jewelry contained at 
least 10 percent cadmium. 

Some of the most troubling test 
results were for bracelet charms 
sold at Wal-Mart, at the jewel- 
ry chain Claire’s and at a dollar 
store. High amounts of cadmium 
also were detected in “The Prin- 
cess and the Frog” movie-themed 
pendants. 

Jewelry industry veterans in 
China say cadmium has been 
used in domestic products there 
for years. A patchwork of federal 
consumer protection regulations 
does nothing to keep these nug- 
gets of cadmium from U.S. store

Yemen Supports 
Al-Qaeda Talks 


President’s openness 
to dialogue has the 
U.S. wary of leniency 

Sanaa, Yemen 

Yemen’s president said he is ready 
to talk to al-Qaeda members who 
renounce violence, suggesting he 
could show them the same kind of 
leniency he has granted militants 
in the past despite U.S. pressure to 
crack down on the terror group. 

Yemen is moving cautiously 
in the terror fight, worried over 
a potential backlash in a country 
where anger at the U.S. and extrem- 
ism are widespread. Thousands of 
Yemenis are battle-hardened veter- 
ans of past “holy wars” in Afghan- 
istan, Bosnia, Chechnya and Iraq, 
and though most are not engaged 
in violence now, they preserve a 
die-hard al-Qaeda ideology. 

“Any movement against al-Qae- 
da will lead to the fall of the Yeme- 
ni regime,” warned Ali Moham- 


med Omar, a Yemeni who fought 
in Afghanistan from 1990 to 1992 
and says he met Osama bin Laden 
twice during that time. 

If the U.S. or its allies become 
directly involved, “the whole 
[Yemeni] people will become al- 
Qaeda. Instead of 30 or 40 people, 
it would become millions,” he told 
The Associated Press. 

Yemen recently launched its 
heaviest strikes and raids against 
al-Qaeda in years, and Washington 
has praised Sanaa for showing a 
new determination against the mil- 
itants’ offshoot in the country. 

But President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh’s comments raised the possi- 
blity he could continue a policy that 
has frustrated U.S. officials in the 
past — releasing al-Qaeda militants 
on promises they will not engage 
in terrorism again. Several have 
since broken those pledges. 

“Dialogue is the best way ... even 
with al-Qaeda, if they set aside their 
weapons and return to reason,” 
Saleh said on Abu Dhabi TV. (ap)

Eight churches have been attacked 
over three days amid a dispute over 
the use of the word “Allah” by non- 
Muslims, sparking fresh political 
instability that is denting Malay- 
sia’s image as a moderate and sta- 
ble Muslim-majority nation. 

The unprecedented attacks have 
set off a wave of disquiet among 
Malaysia’s minority Christians and 
strained their ties with the majori- 
ty Malay Muslims. About 9 percent 
of Malaysia’s 28 million people are 
Christian, most of whom are ethnic 
Chinese or Indian. Muslims make 
up 60 percent of the population, 
and most are ethnic Malays. 

The attacks were a blow to unity 
espoused by Prime Minister Najib 
Razak under his “iMalaysia” slo- 
gan since taking power in April, 
and weakened him as he aims to 
strengthen his coalition after its 
losses in 2008 general elections. 


Backstory 

Many Muslims are angry abouta 
Dec. 31 high court decision overturn- 
ing a government ban on Roman 
Catholics’ using “Allah" to refer to 
their God in the Malay-language edi- 
tion of their main newspaper, the 
Herald. The ruling also applies to the 
ban’s broader applications such as 
Malay-language Bibles, 10,000 cop- 
ies of which were seized because 
they translated “God" as “Allah." (ap) 


“It showed that, after 52 years 
of living together, nation building 
and national unity is in tatters,” 
said Charles Santiago, an opposi- 
tion Member of Parliament. “The 
church attacks shattered notions of 
Malaysia as a model secular Mus- 
lim nation in the eyes of the inter- 
national community. 

“Malaysians are now living in 
fear of a racial clash following the 
church attacks and rising orthodox 
Islamic tones in the country,” San- 
tiago said. (AP)

China Tops World’s Exporters 


Country celebrates 
new status as proof 
of economic power 

Beijing 

Already the biggest auto market 
and steelmaker, China edged past 
Germany in 2009 to become the 
top exporter, yet another sign of 
its rapid rise and the spread of eco- 
nomic power from West to East. 

Exports in 2009 totalled more 
than $1.2 trillion, China’s customs 
agency said Sunday. That was ahead 
of the 816 billion euros ($1.17 tril- 
lion) forecast for Germany by its for- 
eign trade organization, EGA.

China’s new status is mostly 
symbolic but highlights its grow- 
ing presence as an industrial power, 
major buyer of oil, iron ore and other 


commodities and, increasingly, as 
an investor and key voice in man- 
aging the global economy. 

Its ability to unseat longtime 
export leader Germany reflects 
the ability of agile, low-cost Chi- 
nese manufacturers to keep sell- 
ing abroad even as other exporters 
have been hammered by a slump 
in global demand. 

China overtook Germany in 
2007 as the third-largest economy 
and is expected to unseat Japan as 
No. 2 behind the United States as 
early as this year. Its trade boom 
has helped Beijing pile up the 
world’s biggest foreign currency 
reserves at more than $2 trillion.

A Landmark Lawsuit 


Blockbuster trial could determine the fate of same-sex marriage nationwide 


San Francisco 

The long debate over same-sex 
marriage will take center stage in 
a California courtroom this week 
at a closely watched federal trial 
that could ultimately become the 
landmark case that determines 
whether homosexual Americans 
have a right to marry. 

The case will decide a chal- 
lenge to the state’s ban on gay mar- 
riage, known as Proposition 8, that 
was approved by voters in 2008. 
The ruling in the trial is likely to 
be appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, so the case could ultimately 
decide whether gay marriage will 
become legal in all 50 states. 

“This could be our Brown vs. 
Board of Education,” said former 
White House adviser Richard 
Socarides, referring to the 1954 
Supreme Court decision that out- 
lawed racial segregation in public 
schools. “Certainly the plaintiffs 
will tell you they are hoping for 
a broad ruling that says that any 
law that treats someone differently 
because of sexual orientation vio- 
lates the U.S. Constitution.” 

The case marks the first fed- 
eral trial to examine whether the 
U.S. Constitution allows the ban- 
ning of marriages between cou- 
ples of the same sex. The challenge 
is being bankrolled by a group of 
liberal Hollywood activists led by 
director Rob Reiner. 

They retained two of the 
nation’s most influential lawyers 
to argue the case — former U.S. 
Solicitor General Theodore Olson 
and trial lawyer David Boies. The 
lawyers are best known as the 
rivals who represented George W. 
Bush and A1 Gore in the dispute 
over the 2000 presidential elec- 
tion in Florida. 

The sponsors of the gay mar- 
riage ban, a coalition of religious

Kristin Perry, 45, is the title 
plaintiff in the case registered 
on legal dockets as Perry v. 
Schwarzenegger. She and her les- 
bian partner of 10 years, Sandra 
Stier, 47, were married in San Fran- 
cisco in 2004 and were among the 
4,000 couples whose unions were 
invalidated by the state Supreme 
Court six months later. 



U.S. District Court Chief Judge Vaughn Walker, a 

Republican named to the bench in 1989 by then-President 
George H.W. Bush, will preside. Known as an independent 
thinker, he fast-tracked the case because of the high- 
stakes nature of the results. 



Film director Rob Reiner is the biggest name on the 
board of The American Foundation for Equal Rights, a 
group bankrolled by Hollywood elite that was founded to 
oppose Proposition 8 by Chad Griffin, a former member of 
President Bill Clinton’s communications team. 


The Defendants 

Charles Cooper, a veteran trial 
lawyer who worked for the U.S. 
Justice Department under Repub- 
lican President Ronald Reagan in 
the 1980s, will lead the defense’s 
team. Df note is that California Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger is named 
as a defendant because of his posi- 
tion in the state government, but 
he opposes the gay marriage ban.

YouTube Debate 

Noting the significance of the 
case, U.S. District Court Chief 
Judge Vaughn Walker has taken 
the rare step of allowing vid- 
eotaping of the proceedings so 
the public can watch the trial on 
YouTube. However, the lawyers 
defending Proposition 8 urged 
the U.S. Supreme Court to block 
the video coverage, the Los Ange- 
les Times reported. The trial “has 
the potential to become a media 
circus,” noted attorney Charles 
Cooper. (EXPRESS) 


and conservative groups, joined 
the case as defendants. Their legal 
team is being led by Charles Coo- 
per, a trial lawyer who worked for 
the Justice Department under for- 
mer President Ronald Reagan. 

Testimony in the trial will 
explore many of the most conten- 
tious political arguments surround- 
ing the issue. Leaders of the cam- 
paign to ban gay marriage have 
been called as witnesses, along 
with competing academic experts 
who will be cross-examined on 
topics ranging from how having 
same-sex parents affects children 
to whether gay unions undermine 
male-female unions. 

“What sets this case apart is 
[that] the strategy, up until now, 
in the last 10 or 15 years, has been 
by the national organizations 
that support same-sex marriage 
to attack this on a state-by-state 
basis,” said Brian Raum, who is 
helping to defend Proposition 8. 
“The impact of those cases, obvi- 
ously, was limited to their respec- 
tive states. But the potential impact 
in this case goes beyond the state

Contract Ties That Bind 



Opting out of signed 
agreements can be a 
tough act to pull off 

Money Management 

One number to look for in a con- 
tract: the cost of getting out. 

Early termination fees for cable 
service, cell phone plans and other 
contracts generally offer a benefit 
— they’re escape doors from com- 
mitments for greater amounts. 

Still, you may have assumed the 
penalty would be lighter, or that 
you could walk away. In mapping 
out your finances for 2010, you 
may also regret locking into a gym 
membership or other service. 

A contract is nevertheless bind- 
ing, whether you find a better deal 
or lose your job. So, before you 
sign on the dotted line, know what 
it costs to nix the deal. If you’re 
already locked in, there may be 
ways to wiggle out. 

How Much to Expect 

You’re more likely to encoun- 
ter early termination fees when 
there’s a sale or promotion, such as 
a reduced rate on service. The fees 
are how companies claw back any 
discounts that were given. 

Early termination fees are usu- 


ally prorated too, meaning they 
decline over time. For cable service 
with Time Warner, for example, the 
termination fees for getting out of 
a price-locked deal start dropping 
after three months. 

When You Can Avoid Fees 

There may be a grace period in 
your contract that lets you avoid 
the early termination fee. If so, 
know when it ends so you can can- 
cel in time if needed. Some provid- 
ers, including Sprint and Verizon, 
give you 30 days to cancel a plan. 
Otherwise, Verizon’s termination 
fee can be as high as $350 if you 
have a smartphone. 


Finally, it can’t hurt to request a 
waiver or accommodation if you’re 
left with no alternatives. Most busi- 
nesses will negotiate if you remain 
a customer. 

When There’s No Opt Out 

If a contract doesn’t include a clause 
on early terminations, it generally 
means the company can demand 
the amount you would pay over the 
remainder of the contract. 

That is usually the case with 
car leases. However, you can often 
transfer your lease to someone else 
through sites such as Tradealease. 
com or Leasetrader.com. candice

President 
Dies at 77 


Washington 

James E. Cheek, who served as 
Howard University’s president 
for 20 years and oversaw major 
expansions at the school, has died. 
He was 77. 

University spokesman Ron Har- 
ris said Cheek died Friday at a hos- 
pital in Greensboro, N.C. 

Cheek presid- 
ed over the his- 
torically black 
Howard Univer- 
sity from 1968 
to 1989. During 
that time, he was 
awarded the Pres- 
idential Medal of 
Freedom, the nation’s highest civil- 
ian honor, in 1983. 

During Cheek’s tenure, the 
university’s enrollment increased 
by 6,000 students, and its bud- 
get soared from $43 million to 
$417 million. The school found- 
ed the nation’s first black-owned 
public television station, created 
WHUR radio, established a busi- 
ness school and built Howard 
University Hospital. Cheek also 
expanded Howard’s divinity and 
law schools. (AP)

From the very first play, Ray Rice 
and the running Ravens made the 
team of the last decade look old, 
overmatched and, oddly, inept. 

Rice ran 83 yards for a touch- 
down with frigid fans still set- 
tling into their seats, Tom Brady 
had three of his four turnovers in 
the first quarter and Baltimore 
knocked off New England 33-14 on 


Sunday in the AFC playoffs. 

“Their era is not over; they know 
how to win,” Rice said, “but for the 
Ravens, to beat the New England 
Patriots set a precedent. WeTl 
always remember this win.” 

The Ravens (10-7) were only 
slight underdogs to the team that 
won three Super Bowls from 2002 
through 2005. That myth faded as 
quickly as Baltimore charged to 
a 14-0 lead in the first five min- 
utes. 

“One thing we said as an offense 
is we want to start games fast,” Rice 
said. “I wanted to be the guy today 
to start fast, whether it was a 5-yard 
run or an 83-yard run. I wanted to 
be the guy to say this will be a fast- 
tempo game. We want the other 
team to play catch-up to us.” 

Now, if they beat Indianapolis 


and Peyton Manning next Satur- 
day night, they’ll reach the AFC 
championship game for the sec- 
ond-straight year as a wild-card 
team.

Not even Brady, the NFL Come- 
back Player of the Year, could over- 
come his mistakes and the absence 
of the league’s leading receiver, 
Wes Welker. 

Brady was 23 of 42 for 154 
yards, two touchdowns passing 
and three interceptions. 

But it was hardly a one-man 
collapse. 

Randy Moss, covered tightly by 
Domonique Foxworth, caught only 
five passes for 48 yards.

The Wizards 

Chris Paul scored eight of his 26 
points in the final three minutes 
Sunday to lead the New Orleans 
Hornets to their sixth-straight win, 
115-110 over a Washington Wizards 
team that has turned its game up a 
notch since the suspension of Gil- 
bert Arenas.

Hot sauce wizard 
Brennan Proctor’s 
dreams are bottled 
up in Uncle Brutha 


Entrepreneur 

The day someone introduced 

Brennan Proctor as “the pepper- 
sauce guy,” he started to see his 
culinary tinkering in a differ- 
ent light. 

Proctor, a fourth-generation 
D.C. native, was working in Los 
Angeles in late 2001 as a sound 
technician on music videos. He 
had always been drawn to music — 
growing up, he became proficient 
in the violin, trombone, tuba and 
electric bass — and in L.A., he was 
working with some of the indus- 
try’s biggest names, such as Jay-Z 
and Janet Jackson. 

But on the back burner, his 
home-brewed hot sauce had also 
begun to bubble. What started as 
an initial flirtation with flavors to 
dress a batch of potluck wings in 
the late 1980s had sparked years 
of playing with fire: tasting chiles 
and spices and various combina- 
tions of them, striving for a sauce 
that carefully calibrated the bal- 
ance of heat and flavor. 

By the time he was living in

L.A., the responses were only 
encouraging. After he brought the 
wings to a co-worker’s baby shower, 
Proctor’s boss had the sauce bottled 
and given to clients for Christmas. 
A batch of the stuff, he says, became 
almost a prerequisite for showing 
up at parties — and work.

“It’s not too often that a sound- 
man is coming on set and executive 
producers are calling out your first 
name: ‘Hey, it’s Brennan. Where’s 
your sauce?”’ 

Still, he was taken aback when a 
producer introduced him to some- 
one on the street as “the pepper- 
sauce guy.” Shortly after, bud- 
gets for music videos began to 
slide, Proctor says, and the lapses 
between his workdays were wid- 
ening. Suddenly, a future in con- 
diment cuisine seemed not so far- 
fetched. 

In 2003, he sold his house in 
L.A. and returned to the District 
with the seed money to launch 
Uncle Brutha’s brand hot sauce. 
(Proctor and his sister have always 
referred to each other as “broth- 
er” and “sister,” so when she had 
a baby, Proctor declared, “I guess 
now I’m Uncle Brutha.”) 

Today, Uncle Brutha’s No. 9 
sauce (a green combo of serrano 
chiles, garlic, ginger, cilantro and 
onion) and No. 10 (a red melange 
of four chiles and garlic) can be 
found in metro-area grocery stores 
and retail shops, and in restau- 
rant kitchens and on their tables. 
Together, they’ve claimed 31 awards 
so far. But success has been a see- 
saw, especially recently. 

Despite no formal cooking edu- 
cation, Proctor, 46, has always felt 
at home in the kitchen — as a kid, 
he chose to read a cookbook for 
a school reading program. And

although he had completed a cer- 
tificate program in music-industry 
business from University of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles, little if any of 
that know-how was transferable to 
running a small food business. 

To compensate, he sought con- 
sultations and attended seminars 
through Small Business Develop- 
ment Center Networks in the Dis- 
trict (Dcsbdc.org) and Maryland 
(Mdsbdc.umd.edu); he networked 
with other business owners; and 
he pounded the pavement, pitch- 
ing his wares to stores and res- 
taurants. 

“Got a lot of doors shut in my 
face, too. It was a little discourag- 
ing at first,” he says, “because it 
was hard to crack that nut.” 

Proctor was gently rebuffed 
in his first attempt with Whole 
Foods, but he got his sauces onto 
the shelves at the Takoma Park Sil- 
ver Spring Co-op and won a spot 
among the street vendors at East- 
ern Market.

With those successes in hand, 
he made another pitch to Whole 
Foods, which in 2005 approved the 
brand to be sold in local stores and, 
later, stores across the mid-Atlan- 
tic region, he says. The next year, 
Proctor moved from the street mar- 
ket to a nearby storefront, a spice 
mecca he called Uncle Brutha’s 
Gourmet Foods and Hot Sauce 
Emporium. 

But the spring of 2007 brought 
the three-alarm blaze at Eastern 
Market. A drop in foot traffic from 
people outside the neighborhood, 
he says, drove down his sales by at 
least one-third. And “there’s only so 
much hot sauce people in the imme- 
diate area can buy on a weekly, a 
monthly basis,” he says. 

When his lease ran out in sum- 
mer 2008, Proctor had to relo- 
cate again, this time to his home 
in Northwest D.C., where he now 
runs the business full time. 

“It’s been tough,” he says. “I 
don’t know how many people don’t 
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have cable [TV] these days, but 
Uncle Brutha doesn’t ” 

“I invested everything into 
this,” he says. “I wasn’t just going 
to walk away from it.” 

The operation now is some- 
thing of a one-man show, with 
help from his family and especial- 
ly his 74-year-old mother. (“That’s 
my right-hand man,” he says.) For 


Proctor, the days are a flurry of 
answering phones and e-mails, 
dropping off shipments of sauce, 
networking — which recently led 
to pro-bono technical help with 
his Web site — and stirring up 
new business while making sure 
his capacity to handle it grows at 
the same pace. 

When asked how many hours a 


week he works, Proctor answers: 
“Most of ’em.” 

But Proctor thinks that the 
scales are once again tipping in 
his favor. He successfully lobbied 
Giant Food, and now, he says, 
roughly two dozen Giant stores 
in the area have been approved to 
carry his brand. 

And there are future plans on 


the drawing board: He’s keep- 
ing a wishful eye out for commer- 
cial real estate to re-establish his 
store and is also exploring ideas 
for moving the production and 
bottling of the sauces to the D.C. 
area. (Currently, a plant in Penn- 
sylvania handles that so Proctor 
can avoid the costs of building and 
maintaining his own commercial- 


grade kitchen.) 

If he’s able to do all that and 
continue to grow, his ultimate 
hope is that Uncle Brutha’s will 
create a few jobs, perhaps make 
use of local produce, and benefit 
the community. 

And even if that doesn’t happen. 
Uncle Brutha assures us that “it’s 
been worth it.” danny freedman

Documentary films 
require more than 
aiming a camera 

Storytelling 

Ever watch a Michael Moore or Ken 
Burns piece and think, “I could do 
that!” Before you invest in a video 
camera and film-editing software, 
remember that there’s more to doc- 
umentary filmmaking than point- 
ing and shooting. 

Namely, there’s the story. And 
that’s the focus of a new class at the 
Writer’s Center called “Starting a 
Documentary Film Project.” 

“People often think that docu- 
mentary films come about by being 
at the right place with a camera 
at the right time, but I think the 
workshop helps dispel the notion 
of that,” says David Taylor, a writ- 
er and documentary filmmaker 
whose history and science work 
has appeared on the Discovery 
Channel, the Smithsonian Chan- 
nel and National Geographic’s 
Web site. “There’s thinking 
to do beforehand and a 
lot of creativity and 
work in the editing 
process afterward, too. 
Strengthening your 
writing gives you a way 
to shape a documenta- 
ry that doesn’t always get 
highlighted.” 

The Basics 

The eight-session class is open to 
15 students ready to learn how to 
take storytelling techniques such as 
character development, plot twists, 
and dramatic or comic tension, and 
adapt them for film. 

“It is writing for a visual medi- 
um, so it uses a different part of 
your brain in order not to describe 
the whole scene, but to write just 
the essence of what you need 
instead. To let the picture do its 
work and your writing comple- 
ment that, not duplicate the pic- 
ture,” says Taylor. 


Participants should bring an 
idea they want to develop and be 
willing to share their drafts 
for feedback from Taylor 
and other students. 

To give students a 
sense of what works 
— and what doesn’t — 
Taylor will show seg- 
ments of documentaries 
and present case studies of 
successful filmmakers. He’ll also 
use writing exercises and assign- 
ments such as researching case 
studies of editors’ choices in story- 
telling to jump-start creativity, and 
explain how to develop a proposal 
to score funding for a project. 

What You'll Learn 

Taylor hopes students leave the class 
knowing how to focus ideas, struc- 
ture stories, conduct interviews, 
write narration and feel comfort- 
able with editing their writing. He 
will also cover business basics such 
as marketing and pitching. 

“The idea is that you come with 
an idea to develop and end up with 


a proposal, or what’s called a visual 
treatment — a five- to 10-page syn- 
opsis of how you would visually tell 
that story in a film,” he says. 

“There’s a lot of interest in non- 
fiction films now because they are 
cheaper to make with DV camer- 
as and cheaper editing software,” 
Taylor adds. But “the basic skills of 
storjTelling tend to get overlooked 
in the technical discussions of film 
formats and lighting and sound 
production. This workshop com- 
plements those courses on those 
technical elements with a look at 
how those storytelling tools come 
into play.” 

What’s the Deal? 

“Starting a Documentary Film 
Project” runs weekly from Jan. 
20 to March 10 from 7:30 to 
10 p.m. at THE WRITER’S CEN- 
TER (4508 Walsh St., Bethes- 
da). The class costs $285 for 
center members and $345 for 
non-members. Register at Writ- 
er.org or call 301-654-8664.

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Dave Balderson was a sales executive with a healthy salary but was looking for something more satisfying. When he saw a local inn for sale, he took a chance and bought it. 


on two acres. It was everything 
they wanted, though a bit small 
at four guest rooms. 

Time for speeded-up 
schooling. Before their 
closing in fall 1998, 
the two booked a $295 
course with Bushnell & 
Bushnell Innkeeping Ser- 
vices (Bushnellandbush- 
nell.com; 410-524-6921) on 
everything from industry trends 
and business loans to staffing and 
time management. 

“In training, we were the post-

er children for how not to get into 
the business,” Dave Balderson says 
with a laugh. 

Scott Bushnell, once a corporate 
manager, and Marilyn Bushnell, a 
former human resources manager 
with a real estate license, owned an 
inn for nine years before launching 
their new business. From Ocean 
City, they advise people on starting 
a B&B, buying a turnkey operation, 
enlarging an innkeeping business 
or getting out of it. 

The Bushnells offer mentor- 
ing, evaluations, group seminars, 
financial analyses, business plan 
development and Web site guid- 
ance. About six times a year, they 
take their intense two-day aspir- 
ing-innkeepers workshop, which 
can be personalized, somewhere 
in the mid-Atlantic. 

“I don’t try to talk anyone into 
or out of this line of work,” Scott 
Bushnell says. One student wrote, 
“It really opened our eyes to the 
reality of the B&B industry, the 
highs and lows, and tested us to 
see if we were cut out for it.” 

Like the Bushnells, many inn- 
keepers have a side business as 
B&B consultants. The Professional 
Association of Innkeepers Inter- 
national (Innkeeping.org) lists 
several. Regionally, the Mid-At- 
lantic Innkeepers Trade Show &

Bed and Breakfast 

Dave Balderson lived a cushy life. 
As a sales executive with McCor- 
mick & Co., the Baltimore spice 
maker, the 45-year-old had a fat 
paycheck, a company car and eligi- 
bility for retirement in 10 years. He 
and his wife, Susan, began think- 
ing of what might come next. 

Though they’d never stayed at a 
bed and breakfast — Dave Balder- 
son traveled more than 75 percent 
of the time — innkeeping sounded 
appealing. Looking ahead in 1996, 
the Ellicott City couple read half a 


dozen how-to books, started taking 
scouting trips, quizzed innkeepers 
about the work and the lifestyle, 
and drafted a business plan. 

Susan Balderson, who earned 
less as a CPA, would run the future 
business. Dave Balderson would 
keep bringing in the bucks for a few 
years. Eventually, they’d look for an 
inn in a tourist-y area that was close 
to major cities, colleges and maybe a 
military installation, with arts ven- 
ues and restaurants nearby. 

But two years into the 10 -year 
plan, Dave Balderson took a rush- 
hour detour and passed a 225-year- 
old inn for sale right in Ellicott City. 
He swooned. After saying, “Are you 
crazy?” Susan Balderson swooned, 
too. A week later, they agreed to 
buy a lovely but neglected house 
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The Wayside Inn is a 225-year-old building located in the heart of Ellicott City, Md. 


Conference (Midatlanticinnkeep 
ers.com) is Monday through 
Wednesday in Hot Springs, Va.; 
aspiring innkeepers have their 
day on the 10th. On Feb. 28, Bed 
and Breakfast Innkeepers of Vir- 
ginia (Innvirginia.com) hosts an 
aspiring innkeepers workshop in 
Charlottesville. 

Training guided the Baldersons 
through a year of renovating, paint- 
ing, replacing plumbing and ask- 
ing experienced colleagues about 
everything from laundry to cash 
flow. “It certainly reinforced that 
you need the financial wherewithal 
to pay the bills for one, two, three 
years while you grow the business,” 
Dave Balderson says wryly. They 
cashed out his 401(k) to buy fur- 
niture. His business-travel experi- 
ence led him to fill rooms with what 
he liked on the road, everything 
from fresh flowers to chocolates to 
white-noise machines. Then their 
air conditioning died — a $10,000 
expense with no income yet. 

Partway through, the Balder- 
sons decided on one change: Dave 
Balderson should be the innkeep- 
er. He had more background for 
hospitality, and she hated to clean 
bathrooms. 

In October 1999, the Wayside 
Inn reopened. Dave Balderson con- 
tracts for gardening, housekeep- 
ing, sign making, gutter cleaning, 
chimney sweeping and more; he 
has flowers, propane and even 
massage services delivered. “I’m 
on a first-name basis with every- 
one at Safeway,” he says, “and 


the electrician and I talk every 
two months.” He doesn’t even 
mind scrubbing toilets: “Really, 
everything about this business 
is a passion.” 

Susan Balderson, a bankruptcy 
analyst, does the books, budget and 
taxes. “Her goal is not to sit across 
from herself during a debtor’s meet-

ing, SO I trust her,” Dave Balder- 
son says. Teamwork has paid off: 
During this recession, when hun- 
dreds of B&Bs are for sale and more 
are under water, the Wayside Inn 
hasn’t even lost business. 

These days, Dave Balderson 
still leads a cushy life. The ren- 
ovated inn has six large guest 
rooms, a two-story wedding/party 
room, and separate owners’ quar- 
ters. He now offers others advice, 
such as assess what you do well 
(and don’t), have a solid business 
plan, visit many inns, ask ques- 
tions and get good training. 

“It’s a happy business,” he says. 
“People expect to enjoy them- 
selves. They aren’t stressing. And 
they always say, ‘You have such a 
beautiful home.’” ellen ryan

How is a symphony an apt meta- 
phor for an organization or com- 
pany?

An orchestra is a 
fantastic laboratory for 
modeling one behavior 
after another and see- 
ing that behaviors do have 
these big impacts. It’s very 
hard to dispute, because it’s not the- 
oretical — it’s very tangible. 


Roger Nierenberg’s Music Paradigm encourages managers to learn from listening.

that by looking after every detail, 
your people are going to execute 
better, by tracking the way your 
directions are carried out. When 
I model that kind of conducting 
behavior, then give musicians the 
opportunity to voice what’s going 


on, you hear how inhibited and 
undervalued it makes them feel. 
They feel their professionalism 
is not being appreciated; the net 
effect is for them to turn off from 
the leadership. That happens in all 
kinds of organizations. 

Why is it a bad idea for leaders to 
micromanage? 

In real life, it’s sometimes hard 
to see. But with the orchestra, it’s 
actually crystal clear in the sound, 
which becomes mechanical, obe- 
dient — devoid of life, imagination 
and creativity. The musicians then 
are just doing what they’re asked 


to do, but they’re not adding all the 
talent they have to offer. 

What other lessons can busi- 
ness professionals learn from a 
symphony? 

Let’s say you have an organization 
where there are certain process- 
es and standards that need to be 
adhered to, but different locations 
have their own versions. From all 
offices, they’re carrying out the 
function perfectly; what they don’t 
understand is the cumulative effect 
is disabling for the organization. In 
an orchestra, if you allowed differ- 
ent parts to have slightly different

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standards of pitch, each individual 
section sounds fine on their own. 
But altogether it sounds like a high 
school orchestra. The problem is 
not at the individual desk or chair, 
but this organization-wide adher- 
ence to standards is the thing the 
customer is going to experience. 
It’s a very powerful and palpable 
illustration. 

Why do people have such a hard 
time listening to each other? 

Listening is a profound skill. Musi- 
cians are taught from very early to 
listen to the combined sound with 
somebody else, and to start adjust- 


ing in such a way that when the 
two sounds are together they’re in 
tune and they match. Most people 
don’t understand that in a discus- 
sion, that same kind of adjusting 
and valuing the combined effect 
of the communication is actually 
more important than just express- 
ing your ideas.

A slew of Web sites 
help students find

Arlington resident Debbie Kaplan 
is thrilled that her oldest daughter 
is happy with her decision to attend 
Tufts University. The school suits 
her daughter’s talents and interests 
as well as they hoped. But finding 
the perfect college match came at a 
cost — $3,000 to hire a private col- 
lege counselor. As Kaplan gears up 
to navigate the college admissions 
process yet again with her young- 
est daughter, she plans to explore 


alternative options. 

A new company headquartered 
in Alexandria helps students find 
the right fit via a medium today’s 
youth are intimately familiar with: 
the Internet. Prospective students 
fill out an exhaustive profile, 
including a 238-question person- 
ality test, data on academic stand- 
ing, extracurricular activities and 
preferences (such as location and 
price range). Parents can register 
and input details, too, but they can’t 
override the answers to their teen- 
ager’s personality test. Then, with 
the click of a mouse, the site gen- 
erates a list of 32 best-fit match- 
es, categorized by reach schools 
(long-shot chance of admission). 


target schools (pretty good chance 
of admission) and safety schools 
(almost certain chance of admis- 
sion). The compatibility analysis 
is the result of a two-and-a-half- 
year effort from a group of psy- 
chologists and psychometricians. 
“It’s like eHarmony, except for col- 
leges instead of dating partners,” 
said Ben Britt, the company’s senior 
director of finance. 

Wisechoice.com isn’t the only 
online resource where students 
can explore options. Sites such as 
Unigo.com and Collegeprowler. 
com allow candidates to branch out 
beyond traditional means and use 
high-tech tools that use interactive 
social media — for free. 


“A big mistake high school stu- 
dents make is looking at U.S. News 
& World Report and deciding on a 
school simply because of its rank,” 
said Jordan Goldman, Unigo.com’s 
founder and CEO. “NYU might 
be ranked highly, but if students 
can’t deal with Northeast winters, 
they’ll transfer.” Or worse, the stu- 
dents will “swirl” — a term that 
describes attending several schools 
before graduating. According to 
the National Survey of Student 
Engagement, nearly 50 percent of 
college students have taken class- 
es at multiple institutions. Swirl- 
ing is a phenomenon these sites 
are hoping to stop. 

Among other features, Unigo. 


com serves as a platform for 50,000 
students who are attending col- 
leges and universities across the 
nation. They post reviews, videos 
and photos. Watch a “campus tour” 
of the University of Notre Dame, 
for example, and you’ll find two 
sophomore guides, one who offers 
the “official” tour, and her friend 
who chimes in with the “unoffi- 
cial” take (official: the lakes are 
good places to go running when 
the weather’s nice; unofficial: stu-

dents go to the lakes to hook up). 
Or get an insider’s sneak peak at 
the best and worst dorms rooms 
at the University of Texas at Aus- 
tin (Jester “smells” but Duren has 
“plenty of closet space”). Unigo.com 
has an editorial and research team 
in place to corroborate the reviews 
and ensure its content accurately 
represents the school. 

Collegeprowler.com has digi- 
tized the contents of its 286 guide- 
books, also written by college stu- 
dents. Each one details “off the 
record” stats, facts and opinions 
about individual schools. “You 
get the inside scoop from the stu- 
dents’ point of view on traditional 
and nontraditional topics, ranging 
from Greek life to the parking sit- 
uation to the campus drug scene,” 
co-founder Luke Skurman said. So 
much for sugar-coated brochures 
from the marketing gurus and 
administration. 

Other not-so-helpful factors 
applicants might rely on when pick- 
ing a college include “where their 
boyfriend/girlfriend plans to attend, 
or suggestions from guidance coun- 
selors who may manage as many as 
400 graduates and limit sugges- 
tions to the immediate region,” said 
Rebecca Chanin, Wisechoice.com’s 
senior creative director. “Wsechoice. 
corn’s personality test will suggest 
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laid-back schools if you’re an intro- 
vert, or highly competitive schools 
if you’re the type that thrives with 
challenge.” 

Susie Sabaitis, an l8-year-old 
high school senior in Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., is in the thick of college 
applications. She knows she wants 
to study architecture and experi- 
mented with Wisechoice.com. She 
was happy to see the University of 
Notre Dame, her top choice, popped 
up as her No. 1 match, but she was 
also surprised by a number of the 
site’s other suggestions. “I will look 
into schools I wasn’t previously 
considering, like Miami University 


(Ohio), North Dakota State Univer- 
sity and the University of Detroit 
Mercy,” she said. 

Yet it was the Web site’s schol- 
arship finder, not the matching 
system, she found the most useful. 
With more than 2 million scholar- 
ships in its database, Wisechoice. 
com culls through the user’s infor- 
mation to determine which ones 
the student is eligible for. “It took 
the guesswork and stress out of 
searching myself,” Sabaitis said. 
She discovered a music scholarship 
she didn’t know existed — perfect, 
since she hopes to play saxophone 
in her college’s jazz band.

While Web sites can offer good 
information, they are only part 
of the decision-making process. 
“There’s a place for them, but I 
don’t recommend them early on,” 
said Leslie Kent, a private educa- 
tional consultant based in Fair- 
fax. “I’d rather students form 
their own opinion first and then 
review the anecdotal comments 
on the sites.” 

And remember: There are 
other options. Fairfax County Pub- 
lic Schools also has a personality 
assessment. Its program, “Do What 
You Are,” is a student version of the 
Myers-Briggs personality invento-

ry. Visiting the campus might be 
the most helpful factor in deciding 
where to apply. “Being on campus 
gives you a completely different 
feel for the school than research- 
ing online,” Sabaitis said. Plus, 
campus visits provide an appro- 


priate time to investigate ques- 
tions that might have arisen with 
Internet research. 

The important thing to keep 
in mind is that while many stu- 
dents feel like their entire life path 
depends on the school they pick, 
those who have been through the 
process agree that while it’s impor- 
tant to find a good fit, the daily deci- 
sions made in classrooms, library 
study carrels and dorm rooms 
played the biggest role. So, enjoy the 
journey and relax about the final 
destination. That is, until faced with 
the next agonizing decision: pick- 
ing a major, jenny rough

NBC cancels Leno’s 
prime-time show 
but wants to move 
him back to late night 

Television 

NBC said Sunday that it’s waiting to 
hear whether Jay Leno and “Tonight 
Show” host Conan O’Brien will 
accept its new late-night TV plans 
after the network decided to end the 
Leno prime-time experiment. 

NBC decided to pull the plug 
after learning some affiliates were 
considering dropping the show. 

NBC Universal Television Enter- 
tainment Chairman Jeff Gaspin 
said “The Jay Leno Show” will end 
with the Feb. 12 start of the Winter 
Olympics. NBC wants to begin air- 
ing Leno’s show at 11:35 p.m. after 
the Olympics end Feb. 28, but with 
a half-hour show. 

The plan calls for O’Brien to 
retain his job with “Tonight” but at 
the later hour of 12:05 a.m., Gaspin 
said. Jimmy Fallon’s “Late Night” 
would be pushed a half-hour later, 
too, to 1:05 a.m. 

“I hope and expect that before 
the Olympics begin, we’ll have 
everything set. I can’t imagine 
we won’t have everything in place 
before then,” Gaspin told the Tele- 
vision Critics Association. 

He said that despite lower rat- 
ings for NBC at 10 p.m. compared 
to last year, the network was mak- 
ing money off the show. 

But affiliates were upset that 


it was leading fewer viewers into 
their late news programs, costing 
them significant advertising rev- 
enue. Some affiliates told NBC in 
December they would go public 
soon about their complaints if a 
change wasn’t made, or even take 
Leno’s show off the air. 

Gaspin said about one-third of
